For those of you whe have not heard of 
Carl Harp before,allow me to tell you just 
а little.At the age of 23 Carl was convict- 
ed and sentenced to 4 consecutive life 
terms for murder and гаре.Тће history of 
the trial and its proceedinos present a 
clear picture of State Railroadina(they 
needed a conviction).Carl was outraged at 
his convictions and was detnrmined to fight 
pack. 

Through undeviating and intense strugole 
with the state Carl evolved into a politi- 
cal activist and was involved es a jail- 
house lawyer in the Walla valla Brothers 
(an organized movement of political prison- 
ers).He developed not only the endurence of 
maintaining his strength remarkably but he 
rejoiced in and inspired others with his 
lust for life.He was both feared and hated 
ру the state because of his effectiveness 
in confronting authority and educating 
others. 

He helped form'iien Against Sexism',a 
угоџр established to help protect gay pris- 
oners,ecucate others,and to fight against 
the harrassment and rape of all the prison- 
ers Ly the prisoners.He vas a part of the 
intense strikes and rebellions alla Wella 
»risoners waged against their captures. 

He co-founded the Anarchist Jlack Dragon 
Vollective—an undercround political group 
of inmates and their publication;The An-- 
archist 3lack Dracon. 

On hay 9-2, 1979, Сагі alome with two other 
inmates seized the Classification ard ра- 
role buildinc,taking 10 staff hostages to 
force publicity. This action was done non- 
violently.They held the hostages for 12 
hours demanding a federal investigation of 
the conditions inside the prison and of 
those held in federal custody. 

Several hundred prisoners supported this 
action as it became essential to tell the 
public the truth about what goes on inside 
the prisons;"The terrible treatment and 
conditions in this prison threatens the 
lives,limbs and minds of all prisoners with- 
in these walls." 

Hours after the 3 surrendered peacefully 
they were thrown into solitary confinement, 
а behavior modification unit. page 4 


On July 8,1979,several hundred prisoners 
protested in solidarity against the daily 
accurance of inhuman treatment in Walla 
Walla.A riot squad of 16 men responded to 
this protest by systematically brutalizing 
the prisoners.Administering unmerciful beat- 
inas and handcuffing them to their cell bars 
while engulfing them in spray mace.In vitt- 
nessing this barbaric instance Carl demand- 
ed а cease in the activity.He was thus 
5100160 out by the guards to suffer a dis- 
tribution of inept floggy and battering 
which terminated after his pants were peel- 
ed away and a riot baton was rapaciously 
rammed into his rectum several times. 

Once released from the hospital he spent 
time in city jails until he was transfered 
"for his own safty"against his will to San 
Quentin,declared offically and publicly as 
none other then a death trap.Carl immediat- 
ly launched suits seeking damage and a ге- 
turn to Walla Walla. 

"San Quentin is the pits; racism and gang: 
аге rampant here,and this prison is the 
most onpressive and repressive in Amerika", 
Carl once wrote."i am in maximum segreca - 
tion,a fish with the label of being polit- 
ical.My chances of survival are few.This is 
my reward for daring tó stand up for human 
RICHTS - i am alone and at the mercy of thc 
rces of evil." 

It was believed that Carl was transfered 
to San Quentin for one purpose,to be murd- 
ered.

The original suicide story claimed that 
Carl’ s wrists were slashed by "unknown 
means",which tells us the weapon used was 
removed from his cell by his executors be- 
fore the guard offically discovered his 
body.Days later Walla Walla police announc- 
ed they had suddenly found 2 razor blades, 
no explanation was given as to how he was 
Suppose to have gotten ahold of them.

There have been mobilizations іп а numi 
of villages and towns in Andulasia against 
the unemployment and hunger that is devast- 
ating that region. The mobilizations were 
organized by the reformist labour organiza- 
tions and supported by the Church. They 
were ап expression of protest throu the 
hunger strike, but through no other course 
of struggle. The Spanish authorities were 
able to end this movement with vague рго- 
misses that were accepted by all the so- 
called Left political parties, who were 
frightened by the attempted military coup 
on February 23 and were afraid of another 
attempt by the military to seize power. 

They are more afraid of losing their petty 
privileges at the periphery of governmental 
power than they are concerned for the іпёег- 
ests of the Spanish people. 

The spirit of defiance and rebellion that 
burned for many years in the hearts of the 
anarcho-syndicalist militants of Andalusia 
for many years is now spilling over to the 
general population. Within the last few weeks 
the comrades in the village of Alcala de 
los Gazulez have risen up and declared 
enough! In the same region, in almost the 
same location as the legendary Confederal 
act of defiance of Casas Viejas the village 
is fighting for its right to live. The 
local С.М.Т. is leading the movement. 

They have occupied the City Hall, rejected 
the Government's offer of charity, and de- 
manded jobs to enable them to provide the 
daily necessities of life for their homes 
with dignity. They proposed, as an alterna— 
tive to the high rate of unemployment in 
the area, that the idle lands of the lords 
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and masters, which actually belong to the 


village, be cultivated by the unemployed by 
forming a collective open to everyone in the 
village. This would be a rebirth of the 


experience of the Spanish Revolution. 

The comrades face every type of pressure 
from both the richtist Government and the 
so-called leftist narties апа organizations, 
which see the events as а threar to their own 
integration withing the system. The workers of 
other movements are watchine the cevelopments 
with interest, although the leaders of the 
Socialist Party are voicing threats. 

The morale of the comrades is nigu. They 
are prepared со continue to the end, though 
they know the situation can become serious 
at any moment. 

These comrades face difficult days. We call 
upon the Anarchist movement to give them 
every type of solidarity and support. They 
are receiving support from all over Spain 
from the С.М.Т. and we call upon anarchists 
in all countries to support them.

The Industrial Workers of the World is 
like other unions in some respects. غ1‎ seeks 
to improve wages and working conditions for 
its members by forcing concessions from 
their employers. But this is where the sim- 
ilarity ends, The IWW operates on four 
principles which are not followed by other 
unions: Working Class Solidarity, Nothing in 
Common With Employers, Worker-Run 
Unionism, and Workers' Self-Management 
of Industry. 


Working Class Solidarity 


The Preamble to the IWW Constitution 
points out that the problems of the labor 
movement can only be solved, "...by an 
organization formed in such a way that all 
its members in any one industry, or in all 
industries if necessary, cease work when- 
ever there is a strike or lockout in any 
department thereof, thus making an injury 
to one an injury to all." 

This means that the IWW never allows 
organizational boundaries to come between 
workers fighting for what they have in 
common, The IWW does not favor one 
Occupation, one industry, or one region 
over another. Thus unlike the convention- 
al unions that scab on each other and aid 
the employers in defeating the rank-and- 
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file, the IWW is always on the side of the 
workers. 


Nothing in Common With Employers 


The conventional unions constantly 
preach the idea that workers and bosses 
have mutual interests. It is not unusual for 
leaders of those unions to be part of joint 
labor-management committees, which en- 
courage workers to sacrifice themselves 
for "the good of the industry." The IWW, 
however, has always pointed out the im- 
practicality of such arrangements. 

The very basis of the wage system is 
the constant effort of the employer to drive 
down the cost of labor. This is done in 
several ways; replacing workers with ma- 
chines, speeding up the work pace, making 
workers work in unsafe conditions, or sim- 
ply allowing inflation to drive down the 
value of wages. Workers, on the other 
hand, resist these attacks on their livli- 
hood by being absent, going on strike, and 
joining unions, The wage system divides 
humanity into two opposing classes, the 
bosses and the workers, 

Workers must become more than 
commodities to be bought, used up, and 
thrown away. It is necessary that work- 
ers refuse to cooperate with their ex- 
ploiters. The bosses cannot manage in- 
dustry without privilege and waste, so 
who needs them?

Worker-Run Unionism 


Many unions claim to be democratic. 
Elaborate by-law provisions sometimes 
exist that are supposed to protect union 
members from dictatorial leaders, 
These reform measures, however, miss 
the whole point. They seek to treat the 
symptoms of corruption without curing 
the disease, Abuses of power are the 
natural result of the growth of a pro- 
fessional union leadership. Profession- 
al leaders can devote their full time to 
keeping union members under their 


control. Also they don't have to suffer 
what goes on at the workplace, making 
it easy for them to accept lousy con- 
tracts. 

The IWW goes further than providing 
а democratic structure, It is run by 
wage earners just like yourself. The 
IWW has only one full-time paid officer, 
the general-secretary treasurer. The GST 
has no policy making powers and only has 
record-keeping duties. All the rest of the 
IWW officers, from delegates to general 
executive board members, hold down 
regular jobs. They are there on the shop 
floor with the rest of the union members. 
IWW officers would not want to sell out the 
rank-and-file, even if they could. To sell 
out the members, they'd have to sell out 
themselves too. 


Workers' Self-Management of Industry 


In conventional unions, workers are 
allowed only the Opportunity to complain 
about wages and working conditions. The 
decisions about how the job shall be done, 
what goods and services will be provided, 
and to who the product will be distributed, 
are allleft up to the employer. This is 
Seen as respecting the employer's 


The IWW seeks the replacement of the 
wage system with one based upon worker 
management of industry. The IWW sees 
the employer as having no managerial 
rights. When workers negotiate con- 
tracts, everything about the workplace 
is justifiably open to discussion. Any 
Concession that workers can win through 
their economic strength is fair game. 
The IWW seeks to erode the power of 
the emplyers until the workers feel 
themselves ready to manage without the 
boss. This is what the IWW calls, 
"building the new society within the 
Shell of the old."

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Leonard Peltier: 
Prisoner of Маг

Leonard Peltier has killed no one,nor has 
he broken any laws of their system,yet he 
spends 23 hours every day in the "control 
unit" of Marion Federal Penitentiary in 111. 
'crime' is that of love for his people 
the sacred earth. 

Leonard is a Native American of the Great 
.akota(Sioux)Nation.He has wittnessed the 
jetrimental devastation of the earth and his 

eople.One comes to a level in their devel- 
oment where they can no longer egnore the 
ealities in existence anc live ir peace 
ith themselves.There is a point in which 
one must stand and fight for the 'love' of 
it all. 

At the age of 14 Leonard reached this 
oint when he saw а womon in tears гізе up 
and speak at a tribal meeting.She pleaded 
for someone to help her because her children 
were at home starving.She asked if there 
шеге no more warriors amongst the men,and if 
there were,why did not they stand up and 
fight for their starving chidren? It was at 
that time that Leonard thus vowed that he 
would do all he could to help his people for 
the rest of his life-time. 

At the age of 20 Leonard went to Seattle, 
Jashington where he opened an auto body shof 
and a hospitality house for Native Americans 
relocating themselves in the city or return- 
ing from prison terms.In 1970 he met Ameri- 
can Indian Movement (AIM) organizer’s 
Dennis Banks,Clyde Bellecourt,and Russel 
iieans thus becoming involved with this or- 
ganization which developed out of the need 
to protect and serve the Native Americans. 

In '72 Leonard moved to Milwaukee where 
he helped organize a caravan to join the 
"trail of broken treaties" gathering in 
Wash. ,D.C. on the ЗОЎ! of October in ?72. 
Several hundred Native Americans from across

the country joined this gathering with a 
list of 20 proposals for reorganizing Indian 
government relations and investigating 
treaty violations.The bureau of Indian af- 
fairs (BIA) cold shouldered this event. 

During a week long struggle that ensued, 
the offices were ran-sacked and BIA files 
where smuggled out that revealed government 
corruption.Evidence of massive involuntary 
sterilization was uncovered in these files. 

The Indians won a white house hearing on 
the proposals and grievances. 

The government promissed no procecutions 
would stem from the occupation.Yet the FBI 
immediately turned the attention of the 


COINTELPRO.its domestic surveillance opera- 
tion,onto the AIM leadership:in а memo leak- 


ed from attorney general William Saxbe's 
files,the F3I urged local police to "put 
AIM leaders under close scrutiny and arrest 
them on every possible charge until they can 
no longer make bail".Among the 32 leaders 
targeted by the FBI after the BIA occapation 
were Banks,Means,Bellecourt,Larry Cause (who 
was shot in '73 by Gallup,New Mexico pigs) 
and Leonard Peltier. 

November 22"°,1972,Leonard was in a Mil- 
waukee restaurant when two off-duty pigs 
picked a fight with him.As he left the rest- 
aurant later,they jumped him and ferociously 
beat him,braking most the blood vessels in 
one of his hands.In the struggle they found 
a gun on Leonard(the firing pin was broken 
and the gun was not functionable).They 
charged him with attempted murder because 
of this harmless weapon.One pig recieved 
a citation for 'saving' the others life by 
foiling the 'attempted murder'.Leonard was 
held for several months at a very high bail. 

A bitter struggle began in December of'72 
while Leonard was incarcerated.The Lakota 
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alders on the Pine Ridge Reservation were 
engaged in a battle with the BIA’s tribal 
council for control of the reservation. 

A huricane of violence swept across the 
area when Richard Wilson, the tribal chair- 
person(a trader) set his goons on the people 
Har&ssments,beatings,and even shootings ас- 
cured when anyone openly opposed Wilson’s 
regime. 

Westley Бад Heart bull was murdered in 
January of'73,his murderer was charged with 
second—deree manslaughter and acquitted.In 
the ensuing protest,Westley’s mother,Dennis 
Lanks,and 26 other Indians were arrested and 
sentenced to prison terms. 

Lakota elders gathered signatures and tri- 
ec to impeach Hilson, but the BIA refused to 
hear the case. 

The Special Operations Group(SOG) of U.S. 
marshals service had mounted machine guns on 
the roof of the BIA offices as Wilson’s goon 
squad terrorized the towns people. 

when the white house issued a rejection of 
the 20 broken treaty proposals,the elders 
Concluded that it was time to hold a protest 
at the Wounded Knee village to call atten- 
tion to the corruption of Wilson’s admini- 
stration as well as the treaty violations. 

They called AIM warriors onto the гезегуа- 


tion and brought them together for a meeting. 


The town was surrounded by federal troops. 
Lakota wimmin(traditional decision makers) 
spoke in favor of armed resistance. 

On Febuary the 27h, 1973, АІй fortified the 
town of Wounded Knee and on the 19th of 
harch the Independent Oglala Nation was re- 
bonn. 

Federal troops,SWAT teams,FEI agents,and 
state marshals swarmed into the area,spend- 
ing $23,000 pen day on helicopters,armed 
personel carriers, troops, weapons ammunition, 
und supplies.The Indians were armed with 
+22'5 and hunting rifles;food and supplies 
had to be smuggled in through police lines. 
During these supply runs,150 people were 
captured and put under arrest. 

In early spring,Leonard was released on a 
reduced bail and headed towards Pine Ridge 
to help out,cathering medicine and supplies 
on his way. 

Indian negotiaters agreed to end the ос- 
cupation on May Sth in exchange for senate, 
congressinal,and white house talks сопсегп- 
ing the condition on Pine Ridge.On May Sth 
the 71 day siege terminated. 

The promissed 'talks" never materialized 
and the FBI proceeded to set traps for AIM 
leaders. 

Leonard went underground for the time be- 
ing. 


Banks,Means,and 135 other AIM members were 
brought to court on conspiracy charges. 

Within a year of the Wounded Knee action, 
thirty Pine Ridge occupiers had been killed 
in violent and unexplained deaths. 

The events at Pine Ridge were repeated 
throughout the United States and Canada-par- 
ticlarly at those sites where uranium,coal, 
&nd other resources had been discovered. 

In early June of ’75 Leonard journied to 
the southwest to attend AIM's national con- 
vention where not long before,on the Hopi 
reservation in Arizona,several traditional 
leaders opposed to uranium and coal leases 
on their land had been murdered. 


Ву June 18thLeonard returned to Pine Ridge 
to find several traditional leaders had been 
murdered in his absence,within a two month 
period.A four month old baby and her mother 
were also victims in these killings. 

Leonard and others set up a sweat lodge 
near some elders in preperation for a sun 
dance to be, held in August. 

On the 26° of June shots were heard from 
the camp site.Leonard and others went to іп- 
vestigate,ecuiping themselves with rifels as 
they left.Over the crest of the ridge they 
spotted two unmarked cars along with two men 
(later identified as F3I agents).The two had 
een known prieviously of coercing fake wit- 


where approximently 15 wimmin,children and 
men had been sleeping in and around.From 
their posistion on the ridge Leonard and 
the others returned fire.SWAT and FBI геіп- 
forcments immediately swarmed the area. FBI 
troops were airlifted into Pine Ridge from 
as far away as Chicago abd Virginia.The F3I 
would later claim that agent Williams and 
Coler had come to the reservation merely to 
Serve a warrent on Jimmy Eagle,a teenager 
accused of trying to steal a pair of cow- 
5oy boots. 

As the wimmin,chidren and men from around 
the house retreated towards the hills, those 
on the ridge followed,maintaining a геаг- 
guard position. 

Joseph Stuntz(a Native American) along 
with agents Coler and Williams were killed 
in the fire fight. 

The following day 175 FSI agents arrived 
in South Dakota acompanied with state troop- 
ers and BIA pigs.The agents-including SWAT 
teams swept through the Pine Ridge and Rose- 
bud reservations, sacking houses and pulling 
in 364 persons for questioning in a 3 month 
Search for a wittness who would name a sus- 
ресё in the killing of the two agents. 

Leonard and others involved in the fire 


nesses.They were seen firing at a house 
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fight moved onto the Rosebud Reservation, 
where they participated in theSun Dance. 

Around 6:00 a.m. on the morning of Sept. 
the 5th,4975,100 armed FBI agents invaded 
the camp.Amongst those drug from their beds, 
handcuffed,and arrested were Dino Sutler апа 
Anna Мае Абџазћ,а 27 year old Micmac Indian 
womon from Nova Scotia who had participated 
in the Wounded Knee action.\hen one FBI agent 
reached Aquash,apparrently he recognized her

The captives spent several hours face 
down on the asphalt while the troopers,ap— 
parently in hopes of capturing Leonard and 
vanks,filled the camper with tear gas and 
rifel fire.

Judge Paul Benson(& Nixon appointee) oc- 
cupies the bench іп Fargo,S. Dakota,a соп- 
Servative area where the trial was held. 

Leonard and his attorney vere able to 
speak with Myrtle Poor Sear in Fargo where 
She revoked her "eyewittness" account of 
the alleged murders and attempted to move 
over to the defence side.She told lawyers, 
and eventually judge Benson,that she signed 
3 different affidavits under the coercion 
of threats on her life issued by FBI agents 
David Price and William Woods. 

Benson did not let them present this test 
imony to the jury,saying that "the FBI is 
not on trial here."He refussed to hear any 
testimonies concerning РБІ tyranny leaving 
Leonard with no defence strategy.Everything 
that was presented to prove the FBI was 
framing Leonard was not permitted to be us- 
od. 

The government presented 5 weeks of test- 
imony.The defence had two апа } weeks of 
testimony planned.Benson disallowed most of 
it;the jury uas permitted to hear only a 
Jay and а X of defence testimony. 

The FBI stenographer claimed that she 
accidently 'destroyed' all her notes of 
radio transmissions that the 2 agents пасе 
before their deaths.She testified also that 
her "offical" record of transmission was 
produced under dictation from someone high- 
er up than herself. 

One ÆI report indicated that the record 
had Беер typed оп the 26th but dictated on 
the 30 .This same report contained a gap 
of 4 lines followed by a change of type- 
wpitter.When these discrepancies were point- 
ed out by the defense,3enson scoffed;"the 
defense attornies are"wasting your time 
co the jury. 

One F&I agent called as a prosecution wit- 
*ness claimed to have identified Leonard 
through a seven-powered gun scope from і; а 
mile away.The defense produced а cun expert 
who testified that such an identification 
was impossible.They offered to take the 
jurors out to test a seven-powered scope, 
Zenson refussed to allow the move,claiming, 
ugain,that it was "a waste of time." 

On the 18*" of April,1977,Leonard Peltier 
наз convicted of "aiding and abetting" in 
the murder of 2 FSI agents.He was sentenced 
to 2 consecutive life terms.to be served 


in Marion Federal Penitentiary,Amerika’s 
highest security prison. 

Leonard was returned to iülwaukee to face 
charges for attempted murder.The defense 
called several uittnesses from the restau- 
rant who varified Leonards version of the 
incident.One of the cops ex—girl friends 
also took the stand and told how he had it 
in for Leonard and planned to "help the BI 
get a big опе".Нег testimony destroyed the 
prosecution case.Leonard was agcitted and 
sent to Marion penitentiary to begin his 
sentence. 

Ап appeal was launched by the Peltier de- 
fense comaittee,claiming him a political 
ггізопег. 

On the 12th of Мау,1978,Магіоп inmate 
Standing Deer(AKA Robert Wilson) was ap- 
2roached by 2 men,a stranger,and Marion ргі- 
son chief correctional supervisor В. M. 
Carey.Standing Deer was facing 7 felony 
Charges in the state of Oklahoma.He had de- 
veloped a degenerative spine concition and 
had been refussed treatment for over a 
onth.The stranger told Standing Deer that 
if he cooperated іп an unspecified operatig’ 
he would recieve mecical attention.He agre- 
зо and was transferred to the prison hospit- 
&l the following day. 

Five days later the men returned and the 
stranger told Standing Deer that if he 
would cooperate in "neutrralizing" Leonard 
?sltier,he would get immediate medical at- 
tention and would also get paroled from the 
federal system to his Oklahoma detainer. When 
Standing Deer asked who the stranger герге- 
sentec and what he meant by "neutralizing" 
he said Standing Deer woulc have to weigh 
that for himself,out according to his record 
Stancing Deer was not averse to 'going all 
the way' when faced with а desperate situa- 
tion.Standing Deer asked what he meant by 
'going all the way’ and Carev said they were 
wasting their time if Standing Deer was only 
going to play dumb.With that the stranger 
said if Standing Deer cooperated the 7 fel- 
onies would be dropped,if he refussed he 
would be sent to Oklahoma to face charges , 
iding that he would see to it personally 
that Standing Deer would not survive the 
trip.Standing Deer said that if the man coulc 
jet those charges dropped,he'de kill Peltier 
in Times Square. 

Standing Deer recieved an offical letter on 
the 127 of June,1978,the Oklahoma district 
attorney’s office informed him that the 
charges against him were being dismissed. 


Leonarc was released from the control unit 
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where he’de been placed upon his entry into 
the prison.Standing Deer began to get to 

know and like Leonard who had introduced him 
the Indian movement.Standing Deer began to 
feel a nearness to his people and the trad- 
itions he had been deprived of in his past. 
Аз the friendship developed Stancing Deer 
confessed the plot to kill him and his invol- 
ment in it.Leonard toláhis friend to pretend 
to continue cooperating so the agents would 
not find another assassin before he had time 
to come up with a counter plot. 

On the 19th of November the stranger reap- 
proached Standing Deer inquiring what he was 
doing to keep his part of the deal.In return 
Standing Deer told him the best way to kill 
Leonard was to fake an ascape attempt and 
kill him at the wall.The stranger agreed but 
knew Marion was too secure to stage a believ- 
able escape attempt;he said he would transfer 


them both to Lompoc,a minimum security prison i 


in California.He was told another assassin 
vould meet him there to "help neutralize" 
Peltier.This second assassin "enjoys our com- 
plete trust" he was told and he would be 


wetching to make sure Standing Deer performed 
vas transfer- 


One month later Standing Deer 
ec to Leavenworth prison,en route to Lompoc. 
In Febuary of '79 Leonard was transfered. 

Мау 10th,Chanles Richards entered Leaven- 
worth. He was known to traditionals and to 
Leonard as a former member of Wilsons goon 
squad in Pine Ridge. 


Standing Deer suspected Richards as 
ing the second assassin г''. sent word 
Leonard. Richards arrived at Lompoc on 
24*h оғ May,Leonanrd,expecting him,had al- 
ready befriended a couple of Lompoc in- 
mates,Cobby Garcia and Dallas Thunder- 
shield and together the three had planned 
an ascape.Garcia had warned Thuncershield 
not to join them in the escape attempt Бе- 
cause he vas only 21 anc had only a short 
time to serve.Thundershield was devoted to 
Leonard and insisted on helping draw fire 
y from him during the break.Until the 
ht of their escape, Thundershield and 
Garcia guarded Leonard 24 hours a day. 

On the 20th of July the three went over 
the fench.Dallas Thundershielc was shot 
twice in the back,handcuffed,and died there 
outside the prison fench.Garcia was captur- 
ed near the prison and returned.Leonard ге- 
joiced in freedom for five days before FSI 
agents and state marshalls apprehended him. 

At the escape trial the defense attempted 
to expose the plot to murder Leonard.They 
were frustrated when judge Lawrence Lydick, 
another Nixon appointee and former law

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partner,refused to allow the evidence to be 
presented to the jury. 

Twelve wittnesses from Marion, including 
Standing Deer were willing to testify about 
the plot.The judge would not permitt these 
wittnesses to go before the jury. 

The trial орепед and was held in the U.S. 
istrict court in Los Angeles beginning on 
he 14th of November,1979 and lasted two 
r'onths.On December 12 Standing Deer took 
the stand.When he tried to mention the plot 
to "neutralize" Peltier, judge Lydick order- 
ed the committ stricken from the record anc 
instructec the jury to disregaurd it. 

The next day Leonard took the stand. When 
he told the jury he he had escaped to save 
his life,Lydick again ordered the committ 
stricken from the record and warned Leonard 
that he would be charged with contempt of 
court if he attempted again to raise the 
ue of assassination attempt before the 
jury.Leonarc thus tried to explain to the 
jury that his conviction in Fargo stemmed 
from not being allowed to use a defense. 
Lydick stopped him again having the committ 


stricken from the record. "i am not going to 


participate in this rail-road any longer," 
Leonard told hiin and walked off the stand 
in protest. 

Peltier and Garcia were convicted of es-

Ssicn of a gun.He recieved 7 
‘ore years to his sentencing and was re- 
turned to the contròl unit at Marion. 


On December the 1397, 4980,Bobby Garcia 
was found dead in а N-2 hospital isolation 
unit at Terre Haute federal penitentiary in 
Inciana;his death was offically stated as 
being suicide by hanging. 

One must question the offical report due 
to the nature of circumstances surrounding 
his ceath and his connection with Peltier. 
bobby’s alleged suicide took place under 24 
hour surveillance in a special hospital iso- 
lation unit where he’de been transfered to 
shortly before his death.He was embalmed im- 
mediately after prison officals performed 
their autopsy.tihy кеге the other prison/pa- 
tients transfered out of the Terre Haute to 
other institutions?hy was Standing Deer 
transfered to another prison in this time? 

It may well fall that many others will be 
imprisonec and killed as the struggle contin- 
ues to preserve the sacred earth from the de- 
struction of the wicked.The struggle for 
global survival is of the upmost urgancy and 
there is no guarentee of finding victory. 
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This reality,wicked and evil as it saddly 
remains,has evoked the inmates to daily ге- 
volt and collective long-term hunger strike)

Ме have information on б anarchists іпргі- 
soned in the Soviet Union.Alexis Khavine, 
bonn 1959,is a member of the anarchist wing 
of the left opposition.He was abducted and 
locked up for some time in a mentel ward 
when he was a secondary pupil for distribut— 
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ing works of kropotkin ЛОТ 

In mid April of 1979 he was arrested for 
the refusal to give evidence against his 
anarchist friend,Skobov.He was taken to the 
police station and зеагсћед.Тћеу found по- 
thing on him.They then stripped him of his 
clothing and placed him іп а cell.It was 
then that they somehow 'discovered' drugs 
hidden in his clothes. 

He was sentenced to 6 years hard labour 
fon "manufacturing and selling drugs".He is 
due for release in 1985. 

Alexander Skobov(Khavines friend) ,was 
born in 1958,and was a student of history 
at Leningrad University.He calls himself 
"anarcho-socialist" and is opposed to all 
violence.Skobov was the founder of a com- 
mune in Leningrad,which became the center 
of the "left opposition" soon afterwards. 
Skobov also helped in the founding of this 
group.The published З magizines before ге- 
pression forced them to fold.On October 14, 


1978 he was arrested together with a number 
of others.In mid April of ?79 he was sent 
to a psychiatric hospital for an indefinite 
time.In the summer of 1980 he declared him- 
self a supporter of SMOT (a free trade un- 
ion in the USSR) while he was incarcerated 
at a psycho-hospital. 

Wladimir Mikhailov is а member of the 
group "revolutionary communards".He lived 
in a commune in Leningrad and worked as a 
mechanic.In early October of 1979 he was 
arrested along with two others while stick- 
ing up wall posters with the slogans 'dem- 
осгасу and no demagogy' and 'down with 
State-capitalism'.The posters also demanded 
ап anti-authoritarian order and protested 
against 'the family,private property and 
the state'.In late December he was sentenc- 
ed to 3 years labour-camp,he refused to 
plead guilty. 

Aleksei Stassevitch,"revolutionary com- 
munarde" member,musican,painter and poet 
was arrested with Mikhailov for the same 
perpose,also due for release іп '83 from the 
the labour—camp. 

Alevtina Kotcheva,the third of this three- 
som arrested is also a member of the "г. с” 
She was sentenced to one year and 3 months 
labour-camp;she was due for release in Мау. 

Another anarchist who’s name is not safe 
to publish according to the source who sup- 
plied this information,is a fighter for hu- 
man rights and was born in Ukraine in 1930, 
He was first arrested іп the early ’60’s for 
anti-soviet propaganda.In ’71 he was releas- 
ed.Aqain іп '74 he was arrested for the same 
reason.This time he got ten years іп a соп- 
centration camp. 

We have no addresses for these prisoners 
but letters can be sent to the Soviet ап- 
bassadors of whatever country you аге іп. 
Do not expect anything other than the us- 
ual non-committal response if you get any 
at all.Realize at the same time that our 
letters are useful and effective. Authonrit- 
ies must be made aware of the fact that we 
know what is going on and that we are keep— 
ing an eye on them. 

Inmates of Kaisheim prison in Germany or- 
ganized prison work and founded GSH (-pri- 
soners help themselves).Some were transfer- 
ed over and over again as a result.One of 
them,Peter Schlegel,went on a hunger strike 
on the 4th of May where he made a statement 
with the following demands;

vinced of the fact that regulations make 
sense just because they are regulations, 
who are firm believers in law and order. 
They will send people by the thousands to 
the gas chamber if they see it as their 
duty.And they see torture as a legal means 
to protect society and civilization from 
evil criminals. 

The West German State under takes special 
programs against prisoners who come from 
militant resistance groups.These prisoners 
are the victims of isolation and torture in 
the high security wings-many for over 4 
years at a time.Within that period they are 
denied association periods,some deprived of 
all exercise periods as well.Total surveil- 
ance is up held in a sound proofed,white 
walled ceels in which high volt electrical 
lighting is constantly glaring in the eyes 
of these politically natured prisoners.

The police were claiming Brenda had some 
involvment with the fire bombing of an air 
plane over 10 years ago.An incident Brenda 
knew nothing of. 


This charge was invented so they could put 
Brenda away in prison for awhile. 

Branwen was taken back by Stuart's sister, 
whom they had been visiting in Germany and a 
friend returned her to her father in Scot- 
land. 

An international protest was then launched 
flooding letters and telegrams from the 
world over to the prosecutor and the German 
ambassadors. 

Brenda was released and charges dropped as 
a result. 

Brenda wrote us n fact,if it haden’t 
oeen for all the world-wide protests,i’de 
still be there waiting for a hearing.My law- 
yers in Germany assured me of this and even 
the prosecutor more or less admitted as much 
He coulden't understand how so many people a- 
cross the world had his address or knew ће 
was prosecuting-it was nice to see him wor- 
ried!"

Dessie Woods is seving her 6°" year of a 
22 year sentence for defending herself and 
her friend against the armed attack of a 
would-be rapist.She shot and killed him with 
his own gun. 

Dessie's incarceration has been marked by 
beatings,druggings,and denial of parole. 

At a hearing in late Febuary a judge ruled 
favorably on a petition to investigate 


charges of violations of due process.However, 
to re-read all the transcripts connected 
with the trial is a lengthy process.Yet this 
turn of events is the most hopeful she has 
had in her years of imprisonment.

Rita Brown is serving 25 years for bank 
robbery and possession of a firearm(and for 
her political beliefs ans association as a 
member of the George Jackson Brigade at the 
time of her arrest). 

Rita befriended another inmate who later 
escaped from another prison she had been 
transferred to.Rita was immediately clessif- 
ied as an 'escape risk' and held in segra— 
gation.A suit was won to have her returned 
to general population,but the bureau of pris- 
ons,rather than comply with court orders,il- 
legally transfered Rita out of thet juris- 
diction to the Chicago facilty which only 
houses 105 female population and daily pat 
searches by male guards takes place. 

Rita has filed а multimillion dollar law- 
suit against the bureau of prisons and the 
ЕБТ for her illegal transfer.

3 Black militants were convicted of 1° 
degree murder and sentenced to prison for 
life for being by-standers when another man 
pulled the trigger and killed Abdul Hakim 
Jamg&l,president of the Malcolm X foundation 
The man who shot him was convicted of man- 
slaughter and is now serving 15-20 years. 

If the original verdict of the jury had 
been allowed to stand,the three men would 
now be free. 

Abdullah Khalil Sabree(formly William 
Johnson),Efrid Brown Jr.,and John Clink- 
Scales were involved in an event where а 
group of.Vietnam vets band together in a 
dire effort to put an end to the crime that 
had invaded their neighborhood community. 
This organization was called the De Mau Mau 
Because of the para-military nature of the 
De Mau Mau the incident recieved alot of 
publicity and authorities quickly became 
alienated by them. 

The De Mau Mau headquarters were raided by 
the police and 7 members were arrested the 
night of Jamals shooting. 

In the trial others present were not pros 
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ecuted,only the 3 of the De Mau Mau’s.The 
grand jury found them not guilty and the 
judge dismissed them.The court bailiff 
Sweeny ran after the juniors and engaged in 
a lengthy discussion with them in the court- 
house corridor.The legally dismissed jury, 
offically relieved of duty, re-entered the 
courtroom and illegally changed its verdict 
to one of guilty.The judge then sentenced 
the three to "death" in the electric chair. 

They appealed the conviction and eventally 
won a change of sentencing from death to 
life imprisonment. 

The involvment of these men had been as- 
certained as merely being present at the 
scene of the crime,for this it is possible 
they will spend the rest of their lives in 
prison!

Robert Gates was sentenced to 10 years in 
the state penitentiary for allegedly assault 
ing a cop.Two other individuals were arrest- 
ed along with Gates and charged with assault 
in the 152 degree.One of the individuals 
(Frank Garcia) was allowed to plea guilty te 
assault in the 3" degree(which carries а 
maximum sentence of 5 years)in return for 
&dverse testimony against Gates.Gates and 
Gilbert Samaniego(Garcia’s % brother) were 
still being charged with 19* degree assault. 
Samaniego refused to testify against Gates 
even though he recieved heavy pressure from 
his father,Frank багсла,Беп Garcia(Frank’s 
bllod brother),Franks defense attorney and 
his own defense attorney.They all wanted to 
blame Gates in order to get Samaniego ас- 
quittes. 

The prosecuting attorney was pressured to 
convict Gates and try to acquit Samaniego at 
the same time.Ben Garcia had а 5 million $ 
lawsuit in the courts against the police 
dept. for brutality and harassment and had 
promissed the prosecuting attorney that if 
he was able to get Samaniego acquitted or 
even given less than 6 months in county jail 
that he would withdraw the lawsuit. 

At the trial,the only wittness that was 
able to possitively identify Gates was the 
4ictim,police officer Patrick Sliman,and he 


peestified in open court that Gates could па 
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of been the one who hit him.Seven other wit- 
nesses testified in court but none of them 
could identify eighter Gates ог Samaniego as 
the direct assailants.Two of those wittness- 
es were pressured by the Samaniego family. 


The assault charge was dropped to 279 de- 
gree because when the incident took place 
and the reason it took place was cause the 
officer involved was acting illecally in at- 
tempting to execute an arrest without prob- 
able reason ог cause.This was grounds for 
complete dismissal of the case,but the pros- 
ecuting attorney wanted and got а сопуісё- 
ion.

by Red Rosa + Black Maria 


We are an independent collective of women 
who feel that anarchism is the logically соп- 
sistent expression of feminism. 

We believe that each woman is the only leg- 
itimate articulator of her own oppression. 

Any woman, regardless of previous 'political' 
involvement knows only too intimately her 
own oppression, and hence can and must define 
what form her liberation will take. 

Why are many women sick and tired of 'move- 
ments'? Our answer is that the fault lies 
with the nature of movements, not with the 
individual women. Political movements, as we 
have known them, have separated our political 
activities from our personal dreams of libera- 
tion, until either we are made to abandon our 
dreams as impossible or we are forced to drop 
out of the movement because we hold steadfast- 
ly to our dreams. As true anarchists and as 
true feminists, we say dare to dream the 
impossible, and never settle for less than 
total translation of the impossible into 
reality. 

There have been two principle forms of 
action in the women's liberation movement. 

One has been the small, local, volitionally 
organized consciousness-raising group, which 
at best has been a very meaningful mode of 
dealing with oppression from a personal level 
and, at worst, never evolved beyond the level 
of a therapy group. 

The other principle mode of participation 
has been large, bureaucratized groups which 
have focused their activities along specific 
policy lines, taking great pains to translate 
women's oppression into concrete, single issue 
programs. Women in this type of group often 
have been involved in formal leftist politics 
for some time, but could not stomach the sex- 
ism within other leftist groups. However, 
after reacting against the above-mentioned 
attitude of leftist males, many women with 
formal political orientations could not accept 
the validity of what they felt were the 'ther- 
apy groups' of their suburban sisters; yet 
they themselves still remained within the 
realm of mle-oriented Marxist-Leninist, 
Trotskyist, Maoist rhetoric, and continued to 
use forms of political organization employed 
by the male leftist groups they were reacting 


against. The elitism and centralisation of the 
old male left thereby has found, and already 
poisoned, parts of the women's movement with 
the attitude that political sophistication 
must mean 'building' a movement around single 
issue programs, thereby implying that 'we must 
be patient until the masses' consciousness із 
raised to our level.' How condescending to 
assume that an oppressed person must be told 
that she is oppressed! How condescending to 
assume that her consciousness will grow only 
by plodding along, from single issue to next | 
single issue. 

In the past decade or more, women of the | 
left were consistently intimidated out of | 
fighting for our own liberation, avoiding the 
obvious fact that all women аге an oppressed 
group. Ме аге so numerous and dispersed that 
we have identified ourselves erroneously as 
members of particular classes on the basis 
of the class of 'our men', our fathers or our | 
husbands. So women of the left, regarding 
ourselves as middle-class more than oppressed | 
women, have been led to neglect engaging in 
our own struggle as our primary struggle. In- 
stead, we have dedicated ourselves to fight 
on behalf of other oppressed peoples, thus 
alienating ourselves from our own plight. 
Many say that this attitude no longer exists 
in the women's movement, that it originated 
only from the guilt trip of the white middle 
class male, but even today women in autonomous 
women's movements speak of the need to organ- 
ize working class women, without concentrating 
on the need to organize ourselves--as if we 
were already beyond that level. This does not 
mean (if we insist first and foremost on 
freeing ourselves) that we love our oppressed 
sisters any the less; on the contrary, we 
feel that the best way for us to be true to 
all liberation struggles is to accept and 
deal directly with our own oppression. 


WHY ANARCHISM? 


We do not believe that rejection of Marxist. 
Leninist analysis and strategy is by defini- 
tion political naivete. We do not believe it 
is politically naive to maintain the attitude

In order to receive the recognition, the 
Ireformatory had to comply with 465 standards 
lon administration, personnel, training, sanit- 
ation and safety, medical services, inmates 
lights, rules and discipline, education and 
vocational training and special management 
of inmates.

in the Ghetto 


For the last seven years, in Dayton, Ohio, U.S.A., LA CASA DEL PUEBLO 
has been sheltering the homeless, feeding the hungry, clothing the naked, 
walking with the sick... witnessing to the tragedy of being poor in what 
is believed to be the richest nation the world has ever known. 


Working people support our House. That support comes either in monetary 
contributions, or in food, clothing, furnishings, etc. People contribute 
to us, also, by visiting our House, by attending our gatherings, by sim- 
ply feeling good about other human beings. 


Our "work", in essence, is no-work. We take seriously the dictates of the 
Gospels. We try to live the Sermon of the Mound. We do not work for the 
poor. We do not help the poor. We live with the poor. We do not live as the 
poor lives. We are the poor. In our living in poverty, we try to re-articu- 
late thé experience of a lifetime as a child brought up by a loving family 
of Mochicas, whose incredible witness happened in Moche, Peru. 


Ours is a life of witness to tragedy. Ours is a life of witness to the de- 
gradation of human beings by a wanton and devilish system. Our life, also, 
is an attempt to witness to the viability of human beings seeing after the 
well being of other human beings. And our life, finally, is a life devoted 
to resistance and struggle against the fundamental causes that allow 
a corrupt and exploitative system to exist. 


We witness hopefully to the agony of Christ. And innocently we hope Christ 
will be our witness. 


At the present time,the authorities of the city, once again, have taken 
upon themselves the task of trying to close our House. As in so many other 
times before, the authorities are using the law. The law, however, in an 
unjust society, authomatically acts аба паў the poor, the weak, the diffe- 
rent. In a society founded on the exploitation of the many by the few, the 
law is created to control any attempt at human liberation. Freedom, under 
thie rom of law becomes a cruel form of deception. Freedom thus understood 
is slavery. 


It is very likely that we аге indeed guilty of living in a house with faul- 
ty pipes, cracking floors, and licking roofs. But that does not matter. We 
are guilty firstXabove all of being poor, of knowing that we are poor, and 
of the most horrendous of all crimes, of trying to change our situation in 
the name of none other than God. Eventhough we do not have money now, our 
friends will put one penny upon another and we may be able to fix our old 
House. But that, also, is irrelevant. What makes us lty, unwanted, un- 
desirable under the law, is that we refuse to manipulate neither money nor 
power. And that we are doing it claiming that it was exactly that what our 
Lord and Master, Jesus Christ commanded us to do. I am faithful and incre- 
dibly hopeful about human beings, all human beings. But I am cynic without 
redemption when it :сошез to institutions. ParticularWwhen it comes to 
institutions of the state. Here, we are guilty to staggering proportions: 
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we are guilty of doing in the name of God and without reward vhat state a- 
gencies do in the nare of power and squandering the poor's money. 


But if we are guilty of our poverty, we are conscious of the power of the 
poor, and of the working people. We know a little of history: we are proud 
of being on the side of the unwanted of the earth. My father, a humble pu- 
blic official in my beloved Moche, once told us that when we did not have 
bread to share, we would still have something good to share with our belo- 
ved ones: our poverty. "How do you do that?", came our question. "By being 


there with your friend, by doing nothing for him, or her, but by living 
together, by sharing in the adventure of life with all its glories and tri- 
bulations, by standing together in joy and sorrow, by joining your friend 
in the final scream to God: "Basta!", my father said straight to our eyes. 


And I, myself, have the consciousness of that truth: the food I eat, the 
bed in which I sleep, the clothes I wear, and the drink I take, all come 
from my friends, from people who work for their living, from people with 
responsibilities for family... and friends, from people who agonize in 
love of their fellow human beings. Everything that I have comes from peo- 
ple who are willing to stand by their friends, people who, perhaps without 
even realizing it, are witnesses in the way the innocent is witness, in the 
way the pure hearted is witness: in the way the lamb is witness. 


I have learned that when we stand together, far away or close to home, we 
are a force that can not be defeated. I have learned that for every Via- 
Crucis there is a circle of life; for eve crucifixion, there is a resur- 
rection. Ме have learned that every time the authorities have tried to des- 
troy our House, we have been able to stand on our weakness supported by the 
strenght of our friends. Macchu Picchu, the eternal city of my people,vas 
built on pebbles. Divine pebbles. 


And this is why I have asked my beautiful friends Arthur Miller, and Kama- 
lla for their help.We go a little ME. together: from Jail in South Ca- 
rolina to fasts in Connecticut , walking highways of this country, racing 
the streets of Manhattan in the middle of the night:"Let us write an appeal 
to our friends from throughout the world", Arthur said."They can write let- 
ters, create consciusness, perhaps send some money, by all means, they will

Another example will show better 
shat i am saying.In the cotton industry the 
bullweevil has always been a problem for the 
farmers.They use to plant early and at the 
end of the harvest they would clear the land 
and burn what was left over.Now with modern 
petrochemicals the farmers spray their crops 
with poisons to try and stop the bullweevil, 
‘uch to their dgmay they have found a larg- 
er problem with bugs than they had before. 
The srays do not kill all of the bullweev— 
ils,some live through it and become mutated 
and an immunity developes against the роі- 
sons.Further it has been discovered that 
the srays are killing the tabaco bugs na- 
tural predators rather than the tabaco bugs. 
Now the tabaco bugs are rejoicing in the 
fields and the farmers are frustrated great. 
ly. 

You will find that &ny time you introduce 
synthetis material into the enviroment 
there is always & harmful effect as a 
consequence.\hat the state fails to do is 
to find out what the effects of synthetic 
materials and the production of it will 
have on the enviroment and our health.The 
state also fails to ask the questions,is 
the effects worth the benifits and is there 
а naturel alternative? 

You may agree that we have gone too far 
with syntheticism,but ask,"what do we do,go 
back to our past? Live in caves?" To this 
i answer,"no.Natural technology can provide 
for our needs"Also it is a progressive 
Science because we have only begun to ex- 
plore its capabilities.Natural tecnology is 
the necessary direction for global survival 
because it has the capabilities of being 


efficient in fulfilling planetorial needs. 
At the same time giving us the opportunity 
to save the earth | and all life on her from 
human maddness. 

It is the working class which is the most 
effected by death technology because it is 
the workers who feel the effects of synthet 
ic production the greatest.More and more 
deaths and diseased bodies are being found 
as we increase our productions to feed our 
addiction to a synthetic life-style.The 
workers must at some point,act in their 
own defense and cast off the burdon of pro- 
ducing power and wealth for the elite few 
at the expense of their health,lives and 
their freedom as well as their well being. 
This mst be done for their own survival! 

Now i am not saying that we should all of 
the sudden cease all production of synthet- 
ics,rather, we must limit it to only what 
is necessary first instead of hazardious

But it must be remem 
cred while we are "enlightening" them, that many are totaly 
mare of the gravity ef their position and support it whole- 
heartedly.

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The term "workers' syndicate" meant in 
France at first merely a trade union organ— 
ization of producers for the immediate bet- 
terment of their economic and social status. 
But the rise of revolutionary Syndicalism 
gave this original meaning a much wider and 
deeper import. Just as the party is, so to 
speak, the unified organization for definite 
political effort within the modern constitu- 
tional state, and seeks to maintain the bour- 
geois order in one form or another, so, 
according to the Syndicalist view, the trade 
union, the syndicate, is the unified organ- 
ization of labour and has for its purpose 
the defence of the interests of the producers 
within existing society and the preparing 
for and the practical carrying out of the 
reconstution of social life after the pattern 
of Socialism. It has therefore, a double 
purpose: 1. As the fighting organization of 
the workers against the employers to enforce 
the demands of the workers for the safeguard- 
ing and raising of their standard of living: 
2. As the school for the intellectual training 
of the workers to make them acquainted with 
the technical management of production and 
economic life in general so that when a 
revolutionary situation arises they will 
be capable of taking the socio-economic 
organism into their own hands and remaking 
it according to Socialist principle. 

Anarcho-Syndicalists are of the opinion 
that politucal parties, even when they dear 
a Socialist name, are not fitted to perform 
either of these two tasks... 

For the Anarcho-Syndicalists the trade union 
is by no means a mere transitory phenomenon 
bound up with the duration of capitalist зос- 
iety, it is the germ of the Socialist economy 
of the future, the elementary school of 
Socialism in general. Every new social struc- 
ture mikes organs for itself in the body of 
the old organism. Without this preliminary 


any social evolution is unthinkable. Even 
revolutions can only develop and mature the 


germs which already exist and have made their 
way into the consciousness of humanity: they 
cannot themselves create these germs or 
generate new worlds out of nothing. It there- 
fore concerns us to plant these germs while 
there is yet time and bring them to the 
strongest possible development, so as to make 
the task of the coming social revolution 
easier and to insure its permanence. 

All the educational work of the Anarcho— 
Syndicalists is aimed at this purpose. Educa- 
tion for Socialism does not mean Рог them 


trivial campaign propaganda and so-called 
“politics of the Day," but the effort to make 
clear to the workers, the intrinsic connec— 
tions among social problems, by techical іп- 
struction and the development of their admin- 
istrative capacities, to prepare them for 
their role of re-shapers of economic life, 
and give them the moral assurance re,uired 
for the performance of their tašk. No social 
body is better fitted for this purpose than 
the economic fighting organization of the 
workers; it gives a definite direction to 
their social activies and toughens their 
resistance in the immediate struggle for the 
necessities of life and the defence their 
human rights. This direct and unceasing маг- 
fare with the supporters of the present зуз- 
tem develops at the same time the ethical 
concepts without which any social transforn— 
&tion is impossible: vital solidarity with 
their fellows-in-destiny and moral respon- 
sibility for their own actions. 

Just because the educational work of the 
Anarcho-Syndicalists is directed toward the 
development of independent thought and action, 
they are outspoken opponents of all those 
centralizing tendencies which are só charact- 
eristic of political labour panties. But 
Centralism, that artificial organization 
from above downward which turns over the 
affairs of everybody in а lump to а small 
minority, is always attended by barren ofc 
ficial routine; and this crushes individual 
conviction, kills all personal initiative by 
lifeless discipline and bureaucratic ossific- 
&tion, and permits no independent action. 
The organization of Anarcho-Sydicalism is 
based on the principles of Federalism, on 
free combination from below upward, putting 
member above everything else and recognizing 
only the organic agreement of all on the 
basis of like interests and common convictions.

Ihe most effective tactics prisoners can use in 
prison against the state, especially with outside 
above and below ground support are: sit-ins, strikes, 


protests, occupations, sabotage, demonstrations, 
destruction,take-overs, work stoppages, exposing 
brutality, Jamming the courts with suits that can- 
not be shot down as frivolous. Exploiting and 


exposing every lle, error, failure and corruption- 
forcing the state into demoralizing explanations 
and justifications in its ow? media. 


Hunger strikes are hardly ever effective, and self- 
mutilations must be done in groups to be effective, 
and is not advisable except in certain situations. 


Support and unity with that support is a must. The 
Inside and out must be in as much harmony as pos- 
sible to achieve the greatest unity. The outside 
can help the inside by demonstrating, protest 
phone calls, letter writing, media blitzing,news- 
letters, door to door public relations, conscious- 
ness raisings, etc. 


Prisoners inside can always use personal contact 
which builds unity; literature, stamps, letters, 
even postacrds, and when possible - CARE packages 
and/or funds. Visits are a highlite in a prisoners 
life in prison. 


All of the above and more, simply put, gives prisoners 
strength and courage in their struggle in prison 
against the forces of evil, and often assure victory 
in a vast majority of cases. Not to mention it often 
saves their lives and/or bodies from harm. It 


stops a great deal of harassment. page 38 


А few people can support many prisoners. Опе person 
can use many voices on the phone. Üne person can 
use many names as a signature on letters. А photo- 
copy machine or a cheap offset printing shop can 
produce hundreds of flyers for a few dollars. Fifty 
(even twenty-five) people can be an effective 
demonstration, and one or two can establish and 
maintain personal contact with sympathetic reporters 
that can be of great value in times of need. 


1f a person can't or wont join a demonstration, ask 
them to write a letter or send а post-card to à 
prisoner saying they care. Ask them to write а 
protest letter, donate a dollar, a stamp. All - no 
matter how small-helps. 


Constant pressure upon the State from the outside 
acheives much, it often changes things, and some- 
times it saves lives. No matter how small the support 
is-it helps. The idea is to do and say something to 
Stop the ty and injustice. The more who do 
amd say ng, the sooner will Justie come Гог 
all.

According to documents obtained from the 
2,4,5-T/Silvex cancellation hearings in Wash- 
ington, Dow Chemical Company funded ехрегі- 
ments on prisoners at Holmesburg Prison in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. The purpose of 
the studies was to have a rough idea of how 
chloracne sensitivity of rabbits to TCDD 
compared with that of humans. Dow contracted 
Dr. Albert Kligman, Professor of Dermatology 
at the University of Pennsylvania to test the 
chloracnegenic potential of TCDD in humans. 
According to Dow's protocol, the initial 


dose was to be 0.2 micrograms, a dose which 
usu пос produce positive responses in the 


rabbit ear. Each new dose was approximately 
doubled, up to a dose of 8 micrograms. The 
first set of tests was performed during late 


1965 and early 1966. The results were describ- 


ed in a letter from Dr. Kligman, dated May 
11, 1966 and summarized in a longer report of 
June 22, 1966. Dr. КІідпап reported that the 
Subjects were divided into 6 Separate groups 
of 10 each. The first group was studied in 
two phases: initally, a single dose of O.2 
micrograms was administered; after a two week 


interval, the same total dose (0.2) vas admin- 


istered to the same skin site, in two daily 
of O.1 micrograms. In half the Subjects, the 
dose was adminstered to the forehead, in the 
other half the dose was administered to the 
mid-back region. 

The same procedure was repeated for Group 


2, except the initial dose was O.5 micrograms,

Taking the initial апа 
daily doses together, the total dose in Group 
2 was 1.0 micrograms. 

The same procedure was used for all the 
remaining groups with single doses of: 1.0, 
2.0, 4.0, and 8.0; and total doses of: 2.0, 
4.0, 8.0, and 16.0 respectively. 

Ог. Kligman's experiments indicated that 
humans are "far more resistant to acnegic 
substances than the rabbit ear," but they 
provided no indication of the threshold dose’ 
level that would produce chloracne in humans. 


In January of 1968, Dow received a letter 
from Dr. Kligman reporting new results. Ten 
subjects were given 0.05 ml of a 1% TCDD рге- 
paration in alcohol chloroform every other 
day for one month. The solution was applied 
to one square inch of the back. At this dose, 
8 of the 10 subjects developed: chloroacne 
lasting 4-7 months. The total dose given by 
Or. Gligman to the 10 prisoners in this ехрег- 
iment was around 7,500 micrograms of TCDD. 

The results Dr, Kligman report are relevant 
both for ascertaining the relative sensitivity 
of rabbits and humans to the chloracnegenic 
effects of TCDD and, to a lesser extent, for 
determining the threshold dose that produces 
chloracne in humans.

Sabotage renges all the way from passive 
. resistance at one extreme to violent des— 
truction of property at the other. It does 
not include the destruction of machinery in 
eveny instance. In the case of passive 
resistance for exemple, as shown on the 
government owned railways of Austria, the 
workers simply obeyed the LAWS OF THE NATION 
governing traffic to the letter. They took 
no risks, they observed signals, they did 
exactly what the law told them to do. As a 
consequence, the railways were congested 
with rolling stock anc traffic was practical- 
ly impossible outside of 24 hours. No des- 
truction of property occurred. That was 
"legal sabotage" and far from being “of no 
value," it resulted in getting the workers 
what they wanted. 

Again, we see numerous examples of violent 
destruction of property in craft union 
strikes in this and other countries. In the 
early cays of English trace unionism, this 
form of sabotage was employed as a regular 
System and proved effective under conditions 
then prevailing. In the present state of the 
workers' superstitious reverence for property 
(which they do not understand their masters 
have taken from them) this form of sabotage 
may be of coubtful value, and often reacts 
upon the workers with disastrous effect. 

Then, once move, we have that form of sado- 
tage now being employed by the workers оп 
the French railways, in which а studied plan 
is being carried out to "ball up" the service 
and put it in such a state of demoralization 
that the employers, public and private, will 
have to reinstate the workers discharged 
dur: the recent ceneral strike. This 
“оваріед sabotage" has proven more effective 
and terrifying even than the general stike 
itself; and unlike the latter, it is опе- 
sided, costing the workers nothing and caus- 
ing enormous losses to the capitalist 
enemy. 

Here then we come to the real point on this 
question of sabotage: it is a Wan Measure, 
made necessary by the nature of the class 
struggle. 

In the case of individual or craft vio- 
lence, such бог example as the blowing 
up of а bridge manned by scab labor, or 
the destruction of a machine in а factory, 


the understanding or recognition of the class 
war may be wholly lacking. In that case, the 
act may be condemned not only by the capital- 
ist, but by the working class as well. 

But in the case of "pearled sabotage," 
above described, the шаг measure is apparent. 
Here the workers deliberately set about to 
harass their employers by a systematic and 
well-disciplinec plan of campaign. They pro- 
ceed upon the ever-new principle that "every- 
thing is fair іп war" and that the “weapon 
they have chosen vill bring their masters 
to terms.... 

Sabotage, resulting in impairing the traf- 
fic or property of a railway system is always 
mmoral" from а capitalist's standpoint be 
cause opposed to their interests. On the 
other hand, discharging and blacklisting 
3,000 railway empoyees for their activity 
in a strike is "immoral" from the workers! 
standpoint: and sabotage becomes a "moral 
weapon" to remedy that condition. The social 
democrat who balks at sabotage on the grounds 
that it is an "immoral weapon" in the class 
war, views that war from the standpoint of 
the capitalists. Sabotage as a weapon of 
warfare against the employers is no more 
"immoral" than taking the first of Мгу es 
а holiday without asking the bosses for it. 
Both are manifestations of class instinct 
and power on the part of the workers. With 
the possible exception of course, of а pure- 
ly individual act of revenge or reprisal 
which may produce more harm than good. 

"Sabotage", thouch a new worc, is as old 
as the labor movement, It is now assuming 
пеў and complex forms in line with the devel- 
opment of that movement, Viewed as a war 
measure, sabotage has great possibilities 
as a means of defense and aggression. It is 
useless to try to argue it out of existence. 
We need not "advocate" it; we need only to 
explain it. The organizec workers will do 
the acting.
